This same practice has been 
tried in more recent years. It has 
been as much a failure in our 
day as it was in earlier years. 
The only way to do things rizht 
is to do them according to the | 
“pjue print’—according to the 
rule marked out by those in 
authority. And the Bible is our 
guide and we are doing our very 
best to follow it. 

For years we have been 
searching the Bible with a view 
to putting it into practice as 
fast as we learned it. This is: 
what led us into feet washing, | 
tithe paying, divine healing and 
everything else we are practic- 
ing. We are continually trying to 
humble ourselves before God in 
order that He may reveal more 
truth ‘to us that we have not 
yet put in practice. We love to 
put into. practice the things we 





learn and we love to learn things 
that we may put them _ into 
practice. 

We do not claim to have 


learned it all, but what we have 
learned is worth much to. us. 
And our practices are already 
having aii effect upon the world 
probably more than we have 
hitherto realized. We are re- 
ceiving many letters of inquiry 
from outsiders, both Christians 
and sinners. We always do our 
best to treat. them with cour- 
tesy. A few have written with 
a deceptive spirit, seeking for 
advantage. We have almost in- 
variably caught up with them 
sooner or later, but never 
sought for revenge. We always 
knew the Lord would attend 
‘to them. But most of our in- 
quirers are honest and sincere.

At all times in our delibera- 
tions we have tried to be very 
careful to make right decisions. 
Subjects have been looked at 
from every angle. Opposition 
has been a great help to us in 
bringing out the very best. On 
many occasions we have been 
willing to withdraw and let the 
subject drift or be settled «a2- 
cording to a more ‘popular sen- 
timent, but after another dil- 
igent search through the 
Seriptures on that particular 
subject we often found to do so 
would be contrary to the plain 
Bible teaching, so, then, we 
would spur ourselves up and 
come again. - 


This has been true with the 
subjects of baptism, feet-wash- 
ing, the Lord’s supper, tithing, 
Sunday-school work, the place 
women should occupy in the 
church and chureh -work, the 
divorce and remarriage ques- 
tion, the Church itself and al- 
most all other questions that 
have arisen in the last fifteen 
or twenty years. The only 
thing we wanted was the as- 
surance that we were doing 


While on this particular sub- 
ject I will mention the more 
complete organization of the 
Church. When we were ap- 
proaching the tithing system as 
it is now ‘practiced we saw _ it, 
but when opposition arose . we 
drew back thinking perhaps we 


standing of the Scriptures. But 
almost unconsciously, 
with the tithing system came 
the reporting system that. we 
are now practicing. The two sys- 
tems combined into one great 
system has almost revolutioniz- 
ed the Church in its business re- 
lations. Many who opposed this

to overthrow the goverment and 
shift it from its status quo, ut} 
both have been a failure. God’s| 
way still prevails. The attacks. 
from the outside have been e-| 
qually unsuccessful. All have) 
failed and the Church moves on} 
with unabated increase and in- 
terest. 


We are now getting head-; 
quarters in such close touch! 
with almost all the church*s 
and ministers that we.can com- 
municate with each of them by 
wire in only a few minutes. And 
if it should become necessary 
ve can flash any message to all 
of them in a very short perio‘ 
of time—just as fast as we can 
pass from one to another. We 
believe God is stirring us up a- 
bout this matter for a special 
purpose. We are securing the 
names of both the telephone and 
telegraph offices of each church. 
We feel this is very important. 
there is “something 
in the wind,’ and we must be 
fully prepared. It is important 
for every church and minister 
to keep in close touch with 
headquarters. 


Quite recently a government 
officer from Washington calle} 
here to secure some special in-| 
formation. He told me _ that 
Washington had sent him here. 
It was a matter of importance. 
He said if I could not give him 
the necessary information he, 
was at an end. It took only a-, 
bout ten minutes to supply him| 
with the information he needed 





way to another state, When | 
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able to get here he wouid 
have been compelled to return 
to Washington with his mission 
a failure. 


Now, beloved, this is worth 
something. And organization 
and system is what has accom- 
plished this. The United States 
gevernment is beginning to 
find out that we are doing 
things right. Many are finding 
out the same. And our practices 
are already having an effect up- 
on the world more than manv 
have ever expected. It means 
something for Washington to 
send a special representative to 
this office to obtain information, 
and it also. means somethin: 
for us to be able to furnish the 
required information. And this 
could not have been given with- 
out our careful organization. 


While we are doing things 
right as far as we have gone, 
we are fully convinced that we 
have not gone quite far enough 
yet. But we are on the way to 
pérfection, and we are sure God 
is leading the way. He will lead 
us on to ‘perfection if we will 
go, and of course we will ge, 
for we are full of the spirit of 
progression. And we are doing 
things right as we go. There is 
one thing, however, that has 
a tendency to impede the prog- 
ress. We are anxious for this 
to be entirely removed. It is not 
a spirit of rebellion, but rather 
a spirit of negligence. A few of 
the ministers are not as prompt 
in attending to their duties as 
perhaps they could be. And 
some of the churches are not as 
prompt in meeting the require- 
ments of the Assembly as 
others. If some can do it why 
not all? 


Many of the local churches 
are carefully and beautifully or- 
ganized. They have closely fo!- 
lowed the instructions of the 
A gmoney. and . have the _entire 
membership arranged in bands 
with leaders. The leaders call 
their bands together in class- 
meetings very frequently. They 
are able to keep trace of every 
member in this way without ad- 
vertising through the Evangel 
for lost members. If some of 
the churches can organize in 
this way with such success, why 
cannot all do it with equal suc- 
cess? And why should they not 
do it since this organization ‘s 
authorized by the Assembly? 


There may be better and more 
important reasons for this care- 
ful and minute organization 
than some of us may know of, 
but the spirit of the Assembly 
is always looking ahead. The 
first thing is to follow the Bible, 
but since the last days have 
crept upon us there is liable to 
be special need for this close 
fellowship and careful organiza- 
tion almost any minute. It may 
become necessary to have some 
information imparted to every 
member in a day. With the sys- 
tem in perfect working order 
the information can be flashed 
over the wires to every church, 
then in only a few minutes the 
clerk or treasurer (and I am 
more fully convinced that one 
person should act for both offi- 
ces) can inform the leaders of 
each band, and in a few more 
minutes these leaders can find 
every member. And whether 
there is a call for special prayer 
about something of great im- 
portance, or whether something 
of a serious nature or of vast 
importance on any line is about 
to occur, the whole church-— 
every member—can be called in- 
to action, or given warning con- 
cerning some imminent peril in 

‘y.a very short time. 


Some may think these sug- 
gestions are farfetched and out 
of place, but please remember 
that we are in. the last days, 
and all who are Bible readers 
know about the perilous times 
that we are already entering in- 
to. You can’t tell what is com- 
ing next, neither can you tell 
how nor when. The only safe 
thing I see is to be ready, and 
now is the time to make _prep- 
arations.

Continuell from last week. 


One of the commandments is, 
“Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness.” One of the abominations 
in the sight of God is, “a false 
witness that speaketh lies.” 
Prov. 6:19. John, the revelator, 
says, “All liars shall have ther 
part in the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone.” Rev. 
2138. . / " 

The Psalmist David says the 
Lord “shalt destroy ethem that 
speak leasing (lies).”Psa.5:6.A- 
gain the wise man says, “Lying 
lips are an abomination to the 
Lord, but they that deal truly 
are his delight.” Prov. 12:22. 

From the above we can see 
something of the terrible condi- 
tion of one classed as a liar. I 
believe there are what | we 
sometimes term professional 
liars. There are thousands of 
men who seemingly would 
rather tell a falsehood any time 
than to tell the truth. David 
said, “For there is no faithful- 
ness in their mouth; their in- 
ward part is very wickedness; 
their throat is an open senul- 


chre; they flatter with their 
tongue.” Psa. 5:9, 
It ‘seems as though a lying 


spirit gets a hold on some 
folks: They will lie and seem- 
ingly cannot avoid it. 

There is a narrative concern- 
ing king Ahab. He was about 
to enter into war with the king 
of Syria. We was anxious to 
know how it would be with him 
in the battle so he called his 
four hundred prophets and in- 
quired of them, but lying spir- 
its had entered into those proph- 
ets so they could not but 
prophesy good for Ahab. A true 
prophet was called and although 
Ahab hated him he was anxious 
to hear what Micaiah would 
prophesy concerning him. The 
prophecy was against him so he 
had the true prophet placed in 
prison. The lying prophets fail- 
ed; Ahab was slain according 
to Micaiah’s prophecy. 

We can see from the above 
that lying spirits will actualiy 
go into men causing them to 
tell and act out a false. Lying 
is destructive. “An* hypocrite 
with his mouth destroyeth his 
neighbor.” Prov. 11:9. 


“A lying tongue hateth those 
that are afflicted by it; and 42 
flattering mouth worketh ruin.” 
Prov. 26:28. A lie Means a 
falsehood; an inten- 
tional violation of the truth.-- 
Webster. 

Jesus said He came t., be 
witness of the truth. Pilate said 
vnto Him, What is truth? John 
18:38. Truth is an attripte of 
Wather, Son and Holy «thost.

The next instance of false- 
hood was when the Lord en- 
quired of Cain where his brother 
was. Cain said, “I know not; 
am I my brother’s keeper?” Sa- 
tan had put it into his heart 
to’ lie. John said he was of that 
wicked one: of course he had 
to do like the wicked one. 

Satan filled Ananias heart to 
lie to the Holy Ghost * abcut 
the price of the land. Satan 
was the liar, man the instru- 
ment. 

Jesus said to a class of Jews, 
“Ve do that which ye have seen 
with your father.* * * Ye are of 
your father the devil* * * he a- 
hode not in the truth, because 
there is no truth in him. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh of 
his own: for he is a liar, and 
the father of it. John 8:38-44. 

I do not say that every un- 
truth is a lie.. This may seem 
strange, but notice the above 
Scripture. Satan is a liar and 
the father of it.
